Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior 
art fails to disclose a collapsible lampshade with the following features: 

1 ) a number of removable, generally U-shaped supports having a flattened apex 
with a vertical notch and two legs with ends wherein the apex of each of the generally 
U-shaped supports is pressed against the upper ring and the vertical notch is aligned 
with the generally vertical portion of one of the struts; 

2) a first end of each of the generally trapezoidal shaped supports having a 
flattened portion with a vertical notch that is pressed against the upper ring with the 
notch aligned with the vertical portion of one of the struts; and 

3) a number of U-shaed supports movably connected to the upper ring, each 
support having an apex with an aperture in the apex, the supports being movable along 
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the struts and rotatable into position extending between and separating the upper and 
lower rings.
